The work consists of two volumes, imperial quarto (15 ins. by 12 ins.), 
printed on very fine rag paper and bound in buckram. The first volume con¬ 
tains about 160 pages of text, with 48 collotype reproductions, and 5 fine 
chromo-lithographic plates which were practically the last work of the late 
Wm. Griggs; the second volume 271 collotype plates, containing reproductions 
of about 550 miniatures.

This Book, which is the first work to give a general aper^u of the subject, is the outcome 
of many years’ close study, for which Dr. F. R. Martin, in his official connection with the 
Swedish Legation at Constantinople for many years, had exceptional opportunities. 
Although for some time previously the subject had greatly interested him, the inception 
of this book may be said to date from his visit to Bukhara in 1894, when he first seriously 
attempted to collect material for the work. From that time onward, except when en¬ 
gaged on his monumental work on Oriental Carpets, he has devoted his energies to the 
writing of this work, and has visited every public and private collection of Oriental 
Manuscripts from Madrid to St. Petersburg, and from Cairo to Edinburgh, and has 
photographed over three thousand selected miniatures. Of these about six hundred are 
reproduced in the present work. It may be safely said that every Oriental Miniature of 
any importance that has appeared in the market during the last twenty years has passed 
under his observation. Among other items that have never before been photographed, 
or even exhibited, may be mentioned, Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s wonderful 
manuscript of the Shah Namah executed for Shah Tahmasp in 1537. Various manu¬ 
scripts which had belonged to the earlier Shahs of Persia, as well as others executed for 
the Emperor Akbar and his successors, which Nadir Shah looted from Dehli and carried 
to Teheran, and which, owing to the recent internal troubles in Persia, have appeared in 
the European markets, are also reproduced. Until their arrival in Europe art connoisseurs 
were unaware of the existence of such wonderful productions of the earlier Persian and 
Akbar Art Schools.

First edition, very rare. According to Peignot only three or four copies are in 
existence, but since he wrote other copies have been found, probably bringing the 
number up to about a dozen, some of which are imperfect. The work deals with 
the exploration of the whole course of the Amazon, and the discovery that it was 
navigable all the way from near Quito to the Atlantic. These were facts of such 
importance that although the King ordered the work to be printed it was afterwards 
thought advisable to suppress and destroy it, in order that the Portuguese, who 
between 1639 and 1641 had regained their independence of Spain, should not have 
the benefit of Spanish enterprise.

First edition of the Commentarios in which he relates the 
expeditions of himself and his subordinates up the Parana and other 
rivers, and through the surrounding countries, after he had been 
appointed Governor of the La Plata territory. He refounded the 
city of Buenos Ayres in 1541.—The first part of the volume is the 
Relation, which appeared here for the second time, and gives an 
account of his captivity in North America and his travels on foot from 
Florida to California overland. 

His secretary Pedro Hernandez wrote this narrative (which is the 
first printed account of the Plata region), to which is appended a 
Relacion made in 1545 by Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabeza de 
Vaca had sent on a journey of exploration northwards up the River 
Paraguay.

The author was one of the followers of the great Hurtado de Mendoza, and was 
an actor in, as well as an eye-witness of, many of the events recorded in his work.

In the dedicatory epistle to the ‘ Company of the Virginian and Sommer-Iland 
Plantations,’ M.S. (initials which most probably represent Michael Sparke the 
publisher of the pamphlet) says “ The reasons why this long obscured Off-spring of 
Charity claimes your worthy particular Patronage, diuide themseluesinto aTricotomie. 

The first reason is drawne from the supposed parent, whose industrious scrutiny to 
the vast wombe of the Ocean, describes these two Lands, now Cities of refuge for 
poore impouerislied persons. For his sake therefore, whose wisedome liues crowned 
with the Garland of Fame, though his bodie be buried in the Sepulcher of Obliuion, 
protect this his poore extant issue. The second Reason, proceedes from the remarke- 
able note of Christianity, which is Charity . . . The third Reason, yssues from your 
continued and dayly exercise in the relapse of mean and decaying persons, by trans¬ 
porting of them to a Land, where they haue Come which they sowed not, Vines which 
they planted not, and plenty which some of them deserued not. Since therefore, so 
many haue felt the reuiuing heate of the Sunne-beames of your Charity, whose very 
intrals blesse you; amongst the multitude of these, let this tonguelesse Orphant be 
one, that by its birth into the World, though it cannot speake, it "may proue your 
praise. Thus with my seruice, as appointed to speake for this infant, in the behalfe 
of it, I rest a Well-wilier to your Businesse.” 

From the wording of this dedication it would appear that neither Sparke himself 
nor Thomas Dekker (who died about 1641) can have been the author, as has been • 
asserted.

This copy has the leaf before the title, blank except for the signa¬ 
ture mark. The book is a translation of the fourth and sixth books of the work by 
Peter Erondelle, a teacher of French in London and author of one or two books of 
instruction in that language. He afterwards became a stock-holder in the Virginia 
Company. The author’s name is nowhere mentioned. In his address to the 
reader, the translator says : “ Gentle Reader : The whole volume of the Nauigations 
of the French nation into the West Indies . . . was brought to mee, to be trans¬ 
lated, by M. Richard Hackluyt, a man, who for his worthy, and profitable labours, 
is well knowen to most men of worth, not onely of this kingdome, but also of 
forraign parts: and by him this part was selected and chosen from the whole worke, 
for the particular use of this Nation . . . it was thought needlesse to translate more 
then concerneth that which adioyneth to Virginia ...” 

There exists another issue, with a different imprint and undated; otherwise it 
is identical. It is however more frequently met with than is the dated issue. 
Lowndes mentions a map—it does not belong to the book, but is taken from the 
French original.

Excessively rare, five complete, and five incomplete copies being 
known. There is a note in the Banksian copy to the effect that only ten 
copies were ever produced. The plates consist of hand-coloured figures, 
the engraved groundwork of which is the merest suggestion of an out¬ 
line with shading in very faint stipple. It is evident that after the 
appearance of the first two plates the plan of issuing printed descrip¬ 
tions was abandoned, complete copies having the names and localities 
of the insects and the numbering of the plates in MS. Mr. C. Davies 
Sherborn, who gives an interesting account of the work in the Annals 
and Magazine of Natural History, Ser. 7, vol. i, 1898, is of the opinion 
that the book should be regarded as a manuscript.
